RECOGNIZING MAY AS ASIAN PACIFIC ISLANDER AMERICAN HERITAGE MONTH 


WHEREAS, Cook County is a diverse community of more than five million people with ancestries from 
all parts of the world; and

WHEREAS, the more than 300,000 Asian American residents of Cook County have contributed 
significantly to the development of our neighborhoods and cities; and 

WHEREAS, Asians, along with Irish immigrants and African Americans among others, constructed and 
operated the transcontinental railroads that passed through Cook County and provided the basis for our 
county’s economic strength as a transportation center; and 

WHEREAS, Cook County is home to Asian American veterans who fought heroically for our nation 
through many of her conflicts in the 20th century, including Filipinos who, alongside soldiers from 
Maywood, Illinois, survived the Bataan Death March in the Philippines during World War II, and 
Japanese Americans of the 100th Infantry Battalion and the 442nd Regimental Combat Teams who served 
our nation with the highest military honors despite being designated for internment in American 
concentration camps on the west coast; and 

WHEREAS, Asian American immigrants have made—and continued to make—tremendous efforts in 
professional fields such as medicine, engineering, education, accounting and chemistry; and 

WHEREAS, Asian Americans, both native bom and naturalized immigrants, are making strides in a 
wider range of professional fields including government, the arts, journalism, the legal profession, 
athletics, international trade, higher learning and the entertainment industry; and 

WHEREAS, Asian Americans are among the ranks of elected and appointed officials at the state and 
national level, and are helping to shape the future of our nation and society, including: U.S. Secretary of 
Veterans Affairs Eric Shinseki; U.S. Secretary of Commerce Gary Locke; U.S. Secretary of Energy 
Steven Chu; former U.S. Secretary of Transportation Norman Mineta; U.S. Senators Daniel Inouye and 
Daniel Akaka (Hawaii) and John Ensign (Nevada); Congresspersons Judy May Chu, Doris Matsui and 
Mike Honda (California); Mazie Hirono (Hawaii); Anh “Joseph” Cao (Louisiana); Steve Austria 
(Oregon); David Wu (Oregon); Robert C. Scott (Virginia); Eni Faleomavaega (American Samoa); 
Gregorio “Kilili” Camacho Sablan (Northern Mariana Islanders); and Louisiana Governor Bobby Jindal; 
California State Controller John Chiang; and former Governor Benjamin Cayetano of Hawaii; and 

WHEREAS, Asian Americans are among the ranks of both elected and appointed officials at the local

WHEREAS, Asian American athletes, and Asian athletes in America are excelling individually and are 
leading national sports teams and American professional sports teams to Olympic medals and world 
championships including: WBC International Super Featherweight Champion Manny “Pacman” 
Pacquiao; figure skater Michelle Kwan; short track speed skaters J.R. Celski and Apolo Ohno; baseball 
players including Kosuke Fukudome, Hideki Matsui, Daisuke Matsusaka, Ichiro Suzuki and Chien-Ming 
Wang; basketball player Yao Ming; Super Bowl XL MVP wide receiver Hines Ward; Major League 
Baseball Oakland A’s Manager Don Wakamatsu; the National Basketball Association’s Miami Heat 
Coach Eric Spoelstra; Tennessee Titans Offensive Coordinator Norman Chow; hockey player Paul 
Kariya; and professional golfers Tiger Woods, Se Ri Pak and Michele Wie; and 

WHEREAS, Cook County employs the largest number and percentage of Asian Americans in any 
governmental workforce in Illinois, including three (3) department heads in offices under the President: 
Zahra Ali, the first Asian American ever to serve as Revenue Director; Matthew DeLeon, the first Asian 
American ever to serve as Secretary to the Board of Commissioners; and Takashi Reinbold, the first 
Asian American to serve as Budget Director; and 

WHEREAS, Asian American Heritage Month provides Cook County an opportunity to restate its firm 
stand against any and all discrimination on the basis of race, creed or national origin in Cook County. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Cook County Board of Commissioners declare the 
month of May as Asian American Heritage Month in Cook County, and urge all residents and groups to 
participate in the events sponsored by Asian American organizations throughout the month of May.

WHEREAS, said program must include availability of products and sufficient inventory at a cost 
savings; and 

WHEREAS, said program should comply with local county ordinances regarding preference in pricing 
for local vendors and the inclusion of minority and women’s business enterprises. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Finance Committee conduct a public hearing to be 
scheduled within forty five (45) days of passage of this resolution September 1. 2010 with the following 
information being presented to the President and Board of Commissioners: 

1. The initial cost comparison for products purchased independently compared to the same 
products being purchased through the group purchasing program; 

2. The total savings realized through the implementation of the group purchasing program; 

3. The history regarding availability of products and the level of inventory supplies through 
the group purchasing program; 

4. The level of compliance with local preference and minority and women’s enterprise 
ordinances by the group purchasing program; and 

5. A list of all local vendors from Cook County and the amount of purchases made from that 
company, in the year preceding implementation of the group purchasing plan.

RESOLUTION 


WHEREAS, Almighty God in His infinite wisdom has called Dorothy Height, a highly courageous 
woman who worked tirelessly for civil rights, women’s rights and social justice, from our midst; and 

WHEREAS, Ms. Height was the most influential woman at the top levels of the civil rights leadership, 
participating in strategy sessions with Reverend Dr. Martin Luther King, Jr., where she advocated fiercely 
for the importance of issues affecting women and children; and 

WHEREAS, Ms. Height had been denied admission to the prestigious Barnard College in New York 
because the college had already filled its quota for African American women; this experience inspired 
Ms. Height to devote her life to those struggling for equality; and 

WHEREAS, trained as a social worker at New York University, Ms. Height began her career as an 
advocate for civil rights and gender equality in the 1930s, working to prevent lynching, to desegregate the 
U.S. Armed Forces, to integrate the YWCA, to reform the criminal justice system and to obtain free 
access to public accommodations for African Americans; and 

WHEREAS, Ms. Height served as president of the National Council of Negro Women from 1957 to 
1998; under her tenure this organization trained thousand of women as community advocates, to help 
them escape what Ms. Height termed the “triple bind of racism, sexism and poverty”; the National 
Council of Negro Women also provided job training, school breakfast programs, voter registration and 
census inclusion; and the organization helped women fight hunger and win the right to own their own 
homes, helped to integrate schools, and established the “Black Family Reunion Celebration” which 
reinforces the historic strengths and traditional values of African American families; this event continues 
to occur annually today; and 

WHEREAS, Ms. Height grasped the intertwined nature of the women’s rights movement and the civil 
rights movement and worked to unite people so that both movements could move forward; and

WHEREAS, with regard to progress, one of Ms. Height’s maxims was “If the time is not ripe, we must 
ripen the time”; and 

WHEREAS, in the 1980s, Ms. Height led the pro-choice organization, African American Women for 
Reproductive Rights; and 

WHEREAS, for her leadership, Ms. Height was awarded the Presidential Medal of Freedom in 1994 by 
President William Jefferson Clinton and, in 2004, Ms. Height received the Congressional Gold Medal 
from President George W. Bush. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that Dorothy Height’s memory shall be cherished in all of 
the hearts of the people she touched and loved; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that I, Todd H. Stroger, President, and the Cook County Board of 
Commissioners, on behalf of the more than five million residents of Cook County, do hereby express our 
deepest condolences and most heartfelt sympathy to the family as well as the many friends and loved ones 
of Dorothy Height.

He was employed as a truck driver for the Chicago Park District for 8 years. He later became employed 
as an Inspector for Cook County in the Department of Environmental Control. He worked for that 
department for 38 years, until 2010 when he became too ill to continue; and 

WHEREAS, Albert Weston met Erma Johnson on the North Side of Chicago in 1958 and they wed on 
June 23, 1962 at Union Baptist Church. They remained married for 47 years; and 

WHEREAS, Mr. Weston entered the Brotherhood of Masons and was a member of Universal Lodge #65 
Prince Hall Affiliation where he served as Master and earned his 32nd degree; and 

WHEREAS, Mr. Weston leaves to cherish his memories his wife Erma, his daughter Joyce, four sisters, 
Emma Weston, Margaret Jones, Fannie McHenry, Bertha Penigar (Edward), one brother Willie Ray, and 
a host of nieces, nephews, and cousins and many other relatives and friends.

RESOLUTION 


WHEREAS, the holiday of Cinco de Mayo commemorates the victory of the Mexican militia over the 
French army at The Battle of Puebla, Mexico, 100 miles east of Mexico City, on the morning of May 5, 
1862; and 

WHEREAS, lead by Mexican General Ignacio Zaragoza Seguin, a small, poorly armed militia estimated 
at 4,500 men demonstrated their courage and sacrifice for freedom by stopping and defeating a well 
outfitted French army of 6,500 soldiers, which had known no defeat for almost 50 years, therefore 
postponing the invasion of the country for a full year; and 

WHEREAS, this victory was a glorious moment for Mexican patriots, helping develop a needed sense of 
national unity and pride; and 

WHEREAS, according to a paper published by the UCLA Center for the Study of Latino Health and 
Culture in 2007, about the origin of the observance of Cinco de Mayo in the United States, the modern 
American focus on this holiday first started in California in 1863 in response to the resistance to French 
rule in Mexico, and has since been celebrated continuously while virtually ignored in Mexico, where it is 
celebrated mainly in the southern town of Puebla and a few larger cities, and has to this day not been 
recognized as a federal holiday; and 

WHEREAS, celebrating Cinco de Mayo has become increasingly popular in parts of the U.S. that have a 
high population of Americans of Mexican ancestry, making this holiday a celebration of Mexican culture, 
food, music, beverage and customs unique to Mexico; and 

WHEREAS, the cultural impact of the Cinco de Mayo holiday is evident in more than 150 official 
celebrations in towns across the U.S. that are predominately non-Hispanic; and 

WHEREAS, over 70% of Hispanics living in Cook County are of Mexican descent and make numerous 
cultural and economic contributions to the growth and development of our county. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Cook County Board of Commissioners, on behalf 
of the more than five million residents of Cook County, does hereby join in the celebration of Cinco de 
Mayo, and encourage all Cook County residents to join in this celebration of Mexican culture and 
heritage; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that this text be spread upon the official proceedings of this Honorable 
Body.

WHEREAS, Almighty God in His infinite wisdom has called The Honorable Benjamin Lawson Hooks 
from our midst; and 

WHEREAS, Judge Hooks was a true Renaissance man whose influence on society was far reaching; he 
was an iconic civil rights leader, a jurist, the Executive Director of the National Association for the 
Advancement of Colored People (NAACP), the first African American member of the Federal 
Communications Commission (FCC), a television producer, a lawyer, a businessman, a professor and a 
preacher; and 

WHEREAS, Judge Hooks graduated from Howard University and went on to earn a law degree from 
DePaul University in Chicago, Illinois in 1948; during college he was drafted into World War II; he 
served three years in the United States Army, rising to staff sergeant; and 

WHEREAS, a gifted orator, Judge Hooks was ordained a Baptist minister in 1956; for many years he 
was the resident minister at two churches, Detroit’s Greater New Mount Moriah Missionary Baptist 
Church and Greater Middle Baptist Church in Memphis, Tennessee; and 

WHEREAS, in 1965, Judge Hooks was appointed the first African American criminal court judge in 
Tennessee history; he won reelection the following year; and 

WHEREAS, Judge Hooks was a central figure in desegregation efforts locally and nationally; he was 
active with the Regional Council of Negro Leadership, a leading civil rights organization in Mississippi; 
later, Reverend Dr. Martin Luther King, Jr. recruited Judge Hooks to serve on the board of the Southern 
Christian Leadership Conference; additionally, Judge Hooks worked with the NAACP’s Thurgood 
Marshall to pursue advances; and Judge Hooks participated in sit-ins, boycotts and other demonstrations 
sponsored by the NAACP; and 

WHEREAS, President Richard M. Nixon appointed Judge Hooks to the FCC in 1972; Judge Hooks 
increased opportunities for minorities to obtain broadcast licenses and persuaded the Small Business 
Administration to lift restrictions on loans to broadcast and news businesses; he also expanded tax breaks 
to those who sold radio or television stations to minorities; and 

WHEREAS, in 1977 Judge Hooks left the FCC and took over the helm of the NAACP, serving as its 
executive director for 15 years; he focused on educational and job opportunities for African Americans, 
and oversaw the organization’s positions on affirmative action, federal aid to cities, foreign relations with 
repressive governments such as South Africa, and additional domestic policy issues; he steered the 
association through some of its most difficult years; under his tenure the depleted treasury was restored, 
and corporate donations to the NAACP increased from $696,000 in 1978 to $3.7 million in 1993; and
